=SIN THE issuing of the first number of the ““Daisy,’’to be hereafter annually 
yes issued by the Senior Class, we, the class of 1916 feel an honorable pride. 
For to be the pioneers in any movement for the advancement of high 
== ideals and college spirt is an honor not to be lightly thrust aside. And 
so in writing a short history of the Senior Class, I ask that you kindly overlook 
what may seem intolerable conceit, for you must admit that the class is a “‘daisy.”’ 

From what a tiny seedling has grown this wondrous plant, which to-day 
bears on its stems thirty magnificent ‘‘daisies.”” We were but ten when we were 
first planted in the garden of K. C. W. Although thorns and thistles have ap- 
peared many times, those ten seedlings have struggled on through thorn and thistle 
sleet and snow, until they have brought three-fold, the present Senior Class, each 
one a ‘‘daisy.”’
